They are then scrubbed and 
cleaned. Milking is done by 
mechanical milkers. The average 
butter fat production is about 142 
lbs. per cow. 

The milk then goes through a 
|pyrex glass pipe to the cooling 
{room. Before milking, this glass 
pipe is cleaned with hot sudsy wa- 
ter, rinsed, sudséd and rinsed 
again with very hot, boiling wa- 
ter. 

The milk is forced through the 
pipe, by creating a vacuum in the 
|glass pipe, where it goes to the 
cooling room. It is cooled to 32 
degrees and then goes by gravity 
into the cans for delivery.
